Shelter may be a reality seen

The Romulus Tax Increment 
Financing Authority (TIFA) will 
likely include the construction of 
a new animal shelter, and pay 
the difference between the cost 
of construction and the money 
raised by a councilman and sev¬ 
eral community groups. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said the 
city is in talks with the TIFA 
board to amend the plan, which 
was approved several months 
ago. 

“The current plan doesn’t 
spell out that an animal shelter 
can be built,” he said. “It said a 
public safety building can be 
built, but no animal shelter. 
We’ve spoken with attorneys who 
deal with TIFA issues, and it 
appears we will be able to 
amend it” 


Lambert said the issue was 
brought up at a TIFA meeting 
last week, but that no vote was 
taken. He believes it will take 
about 2 months to get a final vote 
on an amended plan.

Tax Increment Financing 
Authority districts are pre-deter- 
mined areas that are allowed by 
state law to capture a portion of 
property taxes within the bor¬ 
ders for re-investment in the 
area. Adding an animal shelter 
would mean that the board 


would have to pay money for the 
construction, but no new taxes 
would be levied against resi¬ 
dents. 

Councilman William ^ 
Wadsworth, an avid animal 
activist who spearheaded the 
drive to raise money to replace 
the aged animal shelter on 
Goddard Road - said any move¬ 
ment by the TIFA board would 
be a welcome development ' 

“I made a presentation to the 
TEFA board Tuesday, and they’re 
concerned about the money - but 
that’s their job,” he said. “The 
chairman of the board. Matt 
Rafferty, said an animal shelter 
would be a good project and in 
line with TIFA’s goals. All of the 
people on that Board live in 
Romulus, and they want to see 
the project happen.

The impending resolution of 
the state Single Business Tax 
dilemma has city officials hoping 
the new plan will help them lure 
businesses into the city. 

But many are still unsure a 
new plan will aid those efforts. 

‘We still don’t know a lot about 
what they’re going to do,” said 
Mayor AlanTLambert, who has in 
the past expressed frustration 
about the city’s struggle with 
attracting small businesses. 

“It’s difficult to say whether a 
new plan will help us,” he added. 
‘We’re going to have to wait and 
see.” 

The Single Business Tax, 
which was repealed after voters 
nixed the tax last year at the polls, 
has been a point of contention for 
state lawmakers on both sides of 
the aisle. Last week, legislators 
announced a deal that will plug a 
nearly $2 billion hole in the bud¬ 
get that was created by the voter 
rejection of the tax. 

Local communities could have 
an easier time attracting business¬ 
es to their cities if the final tax 
plan is perceived to be business- 
friendly, officials said. 

“I don’t think it helped with 
things up in the air,” Lambert 
said. 

The complex replacement is 
still being worked out at the state 
level. But the new Michigan 
Business Tax (MBT) will provide a 
tax break to seven out of 10 
Michigan businesses and small 
business, as well as manufactur¬ 
ers, will also receive a break, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Large employers will see a sig¬ 
nificant cut in personal property 
taxes, and companies that invest 
in the state and create jobs will be

Foreclosures hit Wayne County, city hard

Several western Wayne County residents 
recently opened a notice in the mail they 
rather would not have received - a bill for 
back property taxes. 

On June 1, the Wayne County Treasurer’s 
Office mailed out a record-breaking total of 
148,856 notices for 2006 property taxes that 


have been returned to Wayne County as 
delinquent from the 43 county municipali¬ 
ties, according to Keith Owens, a spokesper¬ 
son for Treasurer Raymond J. Wojtowicz. 

The total amount due to be collected from 
these delinquent accounts also amounts to 
an all-time high of over $290 million. That’s a 
$90 million increase over last year 

County officials describe the number of 
foreclosures in the county - which is higher 


than any other county in the United States - 
as sobering. 

Local officials agree with that assess¬ 
ment 

“We’re getting foreclosures in at the city 
at the rate of about five a week - 20 houses a 
month is pretty bad,” said Romulus Mayor 
Alan Lambert “We’re wrackipg our brains to

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Belleville pellce recommend canceling festival

No more Belleville National Straw¬ 
berry Ftestival. 

That’s what the city police department 
is suggesting. 

After the event last weekend, Belleville 
Police Chief Gene Taylor said the festival 
produced unusually rowdy crowds and 
several arrests for disorderly conduct 
“Of the 30 years in this community, this 
is the worst I ever saw,” said Taylor. “A 
mob-mentality took over” 

Around 9:45 p.m. last Saturday, fights 
broke out and continued to the point that 
a large group of people was stopping traf¬ 
fic, according to police 

“It was bad, that’s no exaggeration,” 


said Ofc. Ken Voight “It was hard to do 
justice.” 

Voight said police ended-up closing the 
carnival early that night because of all the 
fights. The city simply didn’t have enough 
officers to deal with what happened, he 
said. 

“It was at least 1,500 people,” said 
Voight 

Police assistance from Van Buren 
Township, Sumpter Township, Huron 
Township, the Metroparks and the 
Michigan State Police was called in, but 
the crowd wasn’t listening to police, Thylor 
said. 

“Citizens were fearful for their safety,” 
he said. “Fortunately for Belleville, the 
crowd broke-up. If we would’ve tried to 
make an arrest thou^ we would’ve been 


outnumbered.” 

Police officials don’t believe the situa¬ 
tion was alcohol related, but that the ‘mob- 
mentality’ simply took over. It was just 
short of being a rioL they said. 

Besides the mob, police also reported a 
pedestrian crash on Church Street, a 
crash on Henry Streef drunk driving, p)er- 
sonal injuries and arsons throughout the 
weekend. 

Taylor said as the police chief his con¬ 
cern is that the festival is compromising 
the safety of the residents, which is why he 
suggested stopping it all together 

“This has been escalating every year,” 
Taylor said. “The sad part about it is these 
people aren’t even from the tri-community 
area” 

Resident Dave McPherson said he’s 


enjoyed the festival for many years, but his 
children and family were threatened and 
harassed that Saturday night 

“The police chief is understating what 
happened,” he said. “This happened in 
my own home and I don’t want it happen¬ 
ing anymore.” 

Mayor Tom Fielder said once a follow¬ 
up report is made it will go to both the city 
council and the Strawberry Festival 
board, which meets at 6:30 p.m. on the first 
Tuesday of each month at the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce. The board is 
a private committee that comes to the city 
council each year requesting to use por¬ 
tions of the city for the event, he said. 

“Obviously we don’t like what we hear,” 
said Fielder. “It’s going to be disappoint¬ 
ing if we have to cancel the festival”

eligible for other perks. 

Under the new MBT, the per¬ 
sonal property tax rate will be

“(Carter) made a decision that 
will now change the course of his 
life. Was snatching a purse and a 
short time joyriding worth it?” she 
said.

Property crime provided the 
highest percentage of crime 
against persons age 65 or older - 
about one in five crimes against 
the elderly were thefts, according 
tothebureaa

before Oakland County Executive

Estimates indicate that a new 
shelter would cost $250,000 to 
build. Wadsworth said that funds 
fixim individuals and businesses, 
as well as in-kind promises for 
labor, means that work can get 
started without necessarily hav¬ 
ing all of the money in hand. So 
far, about $115,000 in cash has 
been donated, and about $40,000 
in in-kind services has been 
pledged, Wadsworth said. 

A design for Ghafari & 
Associates, and a final plan are 
also devising a shelter has been 
approved, he added. 

The new shelter will be locat¬ 


ed on a city-owned parcel of land 
on Northline Road, near the 
department of public works 
building. The new plan calls for 
many new amenities, including 
an adoption area and an 
improved storage area for sup¬ 
plies.

“It looks like it’s finally going 
to happen,” he said.

see if we can find a way to help 
people locally - we’ve talked to 
some mortgage lenders to see if 
they can help, and they’re con¬ 
cerned, too. They don’t want all 
of these mortgages to fall back 
on their laps.” 

Citizens, who have allowed

Residents without access to 
the Internet can check their sta¬ 
tus by using the 24hour auto¬ 
mated phone system at (313) 
224-5990. Taxpayers must have 
their parcel identifier numbers 


available in accessing this sys¬ 
tem after 4:30 p.m. 

There are three ways a past 
due bill can be paid: Online at 
the Treasurer’s web site, by U.S. 
mail, using the pre-addressed 
envelope enclosed with the tax 
bill, or in person, at the Wayne 
County Treasurer’s Office, 
which is located at 400 Monroe 
St, 5th Floor, in DetroiL 48226.

Redrawing the lines 

State Sen. Glenn Anderson (D-Westland) introduced a resolution 
recently to change the way legislative districts are drawn. 

He said the goal of the resolution was to restore the confidence in 
the redistricting process by taking it out of the hands of the partisan 
Legislature and putting it into an Independent Redistricting 
Commission (IRC). 

"Voters no longer pick their elected ofiHcials, elected oflicials pick 
their voters," he said of the need for change. 

Districts are traditionally redrawn after federal census years; the 
party in control of the Legislature at that time usually appoints the 
members of the committee that takes on the project, therefore ensur¬ 
ing they keep their majority status in the house and senate. 

Under Anderson's proposal, members of the IRC shall not have 
served as an elected or appointed public ofiBcial or been a candidate 
for public oflBce within three years prior to their appointment to the 
independent commissioa The same restriction would also apply to 
political parly officials and rostered lobbyists. 

The resolution also prohibits the use of voting history data, past 
election results, and incumbent addresses fix»m the district mapping 
process. The final plan adopted by the IRC must be agreed upon by a 
two-thirds m^ority vote. 

Anderson has been contemplating this issue for a long time; he 
mentioned it during his campaign to win his senate seat It's good to 
see him working on such promises after he was elected. 

We think this is a good step toward restoring the faith in the elec¬ 
toral process. The drawing of l^slative districts should be undertak¬ 
en by an independent body, if such a body can truly be found. That 
might prove to be a challenge. 

We should also point out that the results of the last state election 
showed that such a move isnt a terribly pressing issue. When the l^sla- 
tive districts were drawn up after the 2000 census, they were done so to 
favor Republican candidates, particularly in western Wayne County. The 
20th House District was redrawn to silence the democratic m^ority in the 
City of Wayne; the seat that Anderson now holds was attached to Livonia, 
a Republican stronghold. Congressman Thaddeus McCotter has benefited 
fix)m the make up and boundaries of his district, too. 

In most cases, this didnt work in 2006. McCotter breezed to re-election, 
true, but State Rep. Marc Corriveau was successful in the predominantly 
Republican 20th District as was Anderson, himself It showed that voters 
will buck the system when they get tired enough of the political games 
bandied about by lawmakers, whatever their party affiliation may be. 

Thats no reason to stop this independent redistricting plan, though. 
We still think its a good idea and something should be put in place before 
the redistricting process starts again.

openly. 

Banning smoking in restau¬ 
rants, bars and workplaces seems 
a little excessive.

Beginning next school 
year, Van Buren Public 
School District students 
will receive health lessons 
a grade earlier 

The Health Advisory 
Committee recommended 
the previously approved 
fifth grade maturation and 
HIV/Aids curriculum be 
used additionally in the 
fourth grade physical edu¬ 
cation classes. 

According to Rill Currie, 
career and technical educa¬ 
tion supervisor for the dis¬ 
trict, students are maturing 
at a much e^lier age and 
need this information earli¬ 
er than in the spring of fifth 
grade 

“It’s not surprising how 
much kids are maturing, 
their bodies are developing 
sooner,” said Kim Nofz, 
committee member and a 
registered nurse. “Their 
diets are different nowa¬ 
days, which I think could 
have a lot to do with it” 

There will be no change 
in the curriculum and it 
will not cover reproductive 
health, Nofe said. 

“This is about hygiene 
matters, puberty and 
maturing,” she said. 

Ciurently, the Michigan 
curriculum model includes: 
disease prevention in 


kindergarten, wellness and 
disease prevention in first 
grade, communicable and 
non-commimicable disease 
prevention in the third 
grade, fitting germs in the 
fourth grade and HIV/Aids 
education in fifth grade. 
The committee does, how¬ 
ever, plan to update this 
curriculum upon the com¬ 
pletion of the new Michigan 
model, Currie said. 

Gender specific videos 
will be shown by physical 
education teachers in 
the fourth grade and 
repeated in the fifth 
grade, as well. 

Cathy Bandy, com¬ 
mittee member and 
parent of a fourth 
grade Belleville stu¬ 
dent, said she’s happy 
toseethishappea 

“There’s no doubt 
these kids need this 
earlier,” she said. 
“These kids are hit¬ 
ting puberty earlier 
and earUen The fifth 
grade is too late for 
this information. 
These kids are 
already facing these 
issues. 

“This opens the 
dialogue,” Bandy 
added. “I can’t imag¬ 
ine a parent would be 
against it It’s a diffi¬ 
cult subject for par¬ 
ents to approach with 


their children, but it’s nice 
for them to learn the proper 
terms and uses in school” 

^‘We’re filling a void 
where kids aren’t hearing 
it,” said Nofz. “We’d hope 
parents would talk about 
this with their kids so we 
wouldn’t have to, but it’s not 
always the case.”

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Landfill revenue helps 
balance township budget

Van Buren Township is fortunate to 
have revenue fixtm the local landfill com¬ 
ing into .the township, according to audi¬ 
tor Wendy Trumbull of Plante & Moran. 

“Again, because of the landfill fund 
the township is in good shape,” Trumbull 
said during the recent presentation of 
the 2006 fiscal year budget 

For 2006, revenues were about $11.9 
million, which was up compared to $11.6 
million in 2005 and $10.1 miUion in 2004. 
Expenditures for 2006 were about $12.1, 
which was also an increase compared to 
$11.3 million in 2005 and $11.1 million in 
2004. The general fund balance was 
about $2.8 million for 2006, which repre¬ 
sents about 23 percent of expenditures, 
according to Trumbull. 

Township Supervisor Cindy King said 
basically, all the money in the landfill 
fund was spent 

“Regardless of what some may think, 
that fund is not an infinite source of 
monies,” she said. “We’re facing a time 
when state shared revenue is being cut 
and we’re spending the landfill fund for 
routine services. I think that’s si^ifi- 
cant” 

Another sign of the times. King said, 
was the reduction of permits in 2006, 
which decreased revenue. 

“While the slowdown of growth in the 
township is welcome, the revenue has 
slowed down, as well,” she said. “I feel 
we’ve done an appropriate job setting 
aside an appropriate amount of funds.

We’re trying to plan for future costs so 
we’re ready when they happen.” 

Auditor David Helisek of Plante & 
Moran said Ban Buren is not the only 
community in'Wayne County struggling. 

‘There’s no growth and the revenue 
base is stagnant so there’s not a whole lot 
to do on the revenue side,” he said. ‘A lot 
of communities are taking a long, hard 
look to make sure they’re providing ser¬ 
vices. Some are even considering a 
Headlee amendment override.” 

In Van Buren Township, an important 
part of the budget is the public safety 
millage, which go before voters in 
August 

“If it’s not successful, the township 
will revert back to where some other 
cities are now,” said Helisek. “I don’t 
think you’ll like what you see. That (mill- 
age) is an important part of the township 
budget that’s not guaranteed.”

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Peggy Curtis enters 
30th year ef ceaching

Peggy Curtis describes her coaching 
style as “slugs and hugs.” 

“I’m a disciplinarian, but I’ve mel¬ 
lowed down over the years,” she said. 

Whatever she does, it must be work¬ 
ing. The softball coach fix)m Belleville 
High School will start her 30th year 
coaching next year 

Curtis attended Belleville High 
School and graduated from Eastern 
Michigan University before she 
returned to Belleville to teach at the 
junior high and the high school. She 
taught art, English and spent the last 
six years of her professional caioer as 
a guidance counselor 

Although she has served in a variety 
of positions in the school district, there 
is one thing that has remained con- 
stant-her love of coaching. She has 
been retiiod from the district for five 
years, but still coaches softball. 

“I’ll coach as long as it’s fun,” she 
said. “And right now, I don’t see anyone 
who wants to take it over Fve done it 
for a long time, and I’ve seen it happen 
in some schools; someone builds the 
program up and when they leave, the 
program dissolves because the new 


coach doesn’t have the same passioa I 
don’t want that to happen here.” 

When Curtis began coaching, it was 
before Title IX went into effect in 1972 
Curtis remembers that boys had many 
sports, and girls had hardly any. 

“Before Title IX, you had to orga¬ 
nize everything yourself,” Curtis said, 
adding that coaches had to lay out the 
field and even transport the girls to 
games themselves. 

“Even after Title IX, there weren’t 
facilities,” she said. “We had to bring 
our own bases to games. The field has 
come a long way.” 

Curtis said her love of the game was 
fostered in her childhood. She grew up 
playing ball with her dad and brother 

“Back then, it wasn’t acceptable,” 
she said. ‘There were no organized 
sports for girls. It’s so great today 
because the guys admire the ability of 
the girls.” 

According to Curtis, the biggest 
change since the beginning of her 
coaching career is the way that chil¬ 
dren are raised. She mentioned that in 
the 1970s, corporal punishment was 
acceptable and even used in schools. 

She loves watching her players
